“I want the best man, regard- 
less of political consideration.” 

Gov. Friend W. Richardson yes- 
terday thus declared he would 
cast politics aside in the appoint- 
ment of a jurist to succeed the 
late Superior Judge Frank B.

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BENJAMIN FRANKLIN 


Born 1706, Diéd 1780 
| ENJAMIN FRANKLIN, whose 218th birthday anniver- 
sary was held yesterday all over the United States, is 
remembered principally as one of the first printers in 
this country, or as the United States Minister Pleni- 











potentiary to France, and one almost forgets the many other 
activities with which he was connected. 


Ilow many of us remember, for instance that Franklin, not 
only founded the Philadelphia Library but that upon his ideas 
our present public library system is based, or that he intro- 
duced a plan of street paving, cleaning and lighting, reformed 
the night watch of those early days; founded the University 
of Pennsylvania, and held among other offices, that of Speaker 
of the Pennsylvania Assembly, Postmaster of Philadelphia. 
Commissioner to Canada, Colonel of the Pa. Militia, Governor 
of Pennsylvania, and was agent in England for the Colonies 
for 16 vears. 

He was also a scientist and inventor, his contributions on 
the subject of ventilation being so valuable that he became an 
authority on the question, and his opinion taken by the English 
government about ventilating the House of Commons. 


In inventions he gave to the world the lightning rod. the 
smokeless chimney, and the bi-focal lens for spectacles. He 
refused to take out patents for his inventions, saying that ‘‘as 
we enjoy the great advantages from the inventions of others, 
we should be glad of the opportunity to serve others by in- 
ventions of our own. 

When one considers the many sided interests in Franklin’s 
life, and the faet that he had only two years schooling during 
his youth, it should be of the greatest encouragement to the 
present generation to persevere and make the most of the hun- 
dred advantages they have compared to the few the author of 
‘*Poor Richard’s Almanac’’ enjoyed. 

Franklin was Ameriea’s first humorist, his sense of the 
eternal fitness of things is shown in the story told by his 
grandson, William Franklin. It was the eustom of Benjamin’s 
father to say long drawn out graces before and.after meals, 
which habit proved irksome to the younger members of the 
family, especially when they were hungry and the food was 
tantalizingly spread before them. One autumn day when the 
winter provisions were being stored in in the 
cellar, young Benjamin suggested to his parent that ‘“‘if he

would only say grace over the various casks and tubs now, it 
would save a great deal ofgtime during the coming winter.”’

FINE HOLOTEING 


Fine dairy herd of Holsteins 
is being built up at the county 
farm. There are now 26 un- 


usually good Holstein cows be- 
ing milked and 30 heifers are 
growing up to become milkers 
next year. This will mean a 
fine herd of as good Holsteins 
as is to be found anywhere. 
Many are pure bred and regis- 
tered and the herd has as its 
head one of the finest sires to 
be found. <A half sister of the 
sire, at one time held the 
world’s record as a 3-year-old. 

The herd is able to supply 
all the milk needs of the in- 
stitution and beginning this 
fall, there will be a surplus 
for sale, 

Farm of 140 acres is a busy 
institution and produces vege- 
tables and food for the inmates 
of the farm and the prfson 
eamp as well. Considerable 
quantity of vegetables has also 
been delivered to the county 
jail. 

Canned 5,000 Gallons 

Garden stuff in great var- 
iety is kept growing the year 
round. As an example of what 
was grown, last summer 5,000 
gallons of tomatoes were can- 
ned at the cannery on the farm 
as well as large quantities of 
peaches and apricots. 

There are six acres in or- 
chard and two acres in vine- 
yard at the farm. The balance 
is cropped, producing hay and 
grain for the livestock and 
vegetables. 

Farm power consists of both 
tractors and horses, During 
the winter three small build- 
ings have been added to the 
farm, a slaughter house, a 
milk house and a calf barn. 
These were constructed by the 
regular labor employes during 
slack times at a nominal cost 
of about $750.00, 

Milking machine of two 
units assists with the milking 
and the farm is equipped with 
good maehinery and _ tools, 
| thus expediting the work, les- 





es 








sening costs and expenses. 
The farm is a great asset in 
producing food for consump- 
tion at the county hospital and 
is under the able management 
of F. M. Bareny, an able farm 
superintendent. 


Supervisors Boost Farm 

Supervisors M. P. Cheney, 
chairman of the Hospital com- 
mittee has taken much interest 
in the livestock on the farm. 
So has chairman A. G, Kendall. 
Both have seen the advisability 
of securing good milk stock 
and have been instrumental in 
securing the nucleus of a good 
herd which ig very rapidly be- 
ing built up. It will soon be- 
come one of the best milk 
herds in this section. Some of 
the cows have made wonderful 
records for milk and butterfat 
production. 

Some time in March, it is 
planned to have Prof. Hart of 
the Agricultural College hold 


‘a Dairyman’s meeting at the 


County Farm. He will talk on 
sterility and abortion and give 
demonstrations using speci- 
mens.
